visited and inspected several groves 
that have been attacked with fungus 
growth beneath the ground. 


The Florida man says that there is 


not so much fungi to be found in this 
state as in Florida, as the California 
soil and climate is vastly 
different. 


No rain in the summer makes it hard 
for fungus growths to gain a footing. 
The expert is carrying on his investi- 
gations quietly in connection with the 
federal department, and 
says 
that 


when he is able to make a report, he 
will be glad to talk with the farmers 
in this vicinity on the subject.

important changes are pro- 


duced in 
the 
soil 
by organisms so 


small that they can only be observed 
by the aid of the 
most powerful 


microscopes. 
Some of 
the 
changes 


of this character in which lime plays 
an important part are the following: 


"I. 
The change of ammonia and of 


nitrogen in organic matter such as 
blood, meat, 
fish, 
tankage, 
plants, 


etc., into nitrates, the form in which 
it is chiefly assimilated by most culti- 
vated plants. 
This is known as the 


process of nitrification and is promot- 
ed by the presence of lime in the soils. 


2. The decomposition 
of 
organic 


matter in muck and other soils. 
In 


this process the production of carbonic 
acid is much accelerated by the use 
of lime. 
This carbonic acid in turn 


acts upon the inert plant food of the 
soil so as to make it 
more

available to plants.

This lime is in the most favorable condition for incorporating into the soil. 
It has been laying for years in great large pits 6 to 10 feet deep, each about ten acres in area where 


it was washed in w.ith the waste water and allowed to settle, the water draining off, leaving the 
lime 


in a most porous condition, easily handled, and pulverized of its own accord. 


It favors plant growth, which is indicated in the fine, hairy rootlets of weeds, etc., that have grown on 


the surface of these pits. These rootlets are much more delicate in construction than the fibrous roots the 
feeders to the orange and lemon trees, and if this lime is favorable to their growth, how much more then 
to the citrus feeders, in not only absorbing plant food, 
but their development for greater capacity by in- 


creased growth.

;:ounty charter, and also a man or wo- 
man to occupy a similar office in the 
rrtate, was touched upon by Mrs. Co- 
man.

Outfall Sewer 


Surveys Complete 


The engineers of the trunk line out- 


fall sewer commission, Olmstead & 
Gillelen, report that the surveys for 
the proposed sewer have been entire- 
ly completed, and that the only engi- 
neering work remaining to be done 
before putting the question to the vot- 
ers is the calculation of the grades, 
size of pipe and cost of construction. 
This data 
will be prepared in the 


course of the next 30 days. At the 
same time the legal committee of. tlte 
commission, consisting of Wia. J. Carr, 
city attorney of Pasadena, and Win. 
Haxlett of South Pasadena, who are 
cooperating with the various city at- 
torneys, has been, at work preparing 
a bill to be presented to the state leg- 
islature at its next session, authoriz- 
ing the formation of a sewer district 
under which the proposed work might 
be constructed, and the system main- 
tained. The details of the plan have 
not yet been worked out, but it is un- 
derstood that they will be provided 
for in the enabling act, which will be 
asked for from the legislature. When 
the power is provided for the forma- 
tion of the district, the voters in the 
various cities concerned will have an 
opportunity to decide whether or not 
they will join in the work.

R. A. M.: and Covina Coinmandery No. 
49, Knights Templar, marched in uni- 
form rank and with regalia from the 
lodge rooms on Citrus avenue to the 
home, where they were greeted by the 
venerable couple and by members of 
the family. All the children of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Griswold were present, and the 


home was filled with relatives. 


The evening program was impres- 


sively simple. At one point., Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Griswold were confronted by the 


members of the various lodges, and 
an enscrolled address was read to 
them by 3. L. Matthews, which was 
followed by the presentation of an ex- 
quisitely-fashioned tea service, silver 
and gold-lined, the gift of the com- 
bined lodges.

SUNFLOWERS AND 
MUSTARD. 


On the eighteenth of April, 187'.'. a 


team drove slowly across the San Gab- 
riel plains, threading its way among 
ihe high sunflowers and mustard that 
fell like a sea on every side. In it were 
Tom 
Griswold and 
%vife. They bad 


been met at the station at HI Monte, 
and were on their way to look for the 
first time at the t w e n t y acres of land 
below the old town of Azusa, where 
they had made up their minds to build 
i home. No trains nan through the 
alley in those days. There were few- 
ridges across the San Gabriel river, 
md these were miles apart. Crib wold 


d a brother. Eugene C 
Gris%vo!d, 


•vho was afterward.-; first postmaster 
of the Covina valley, and who owi.ed 
property near where his brother was 


to make his home. It was all Azusa 
in those days; there was no Glendora, 
no Covina. 


On a twenty-acre tract that he pur- 


chased of C. Vaughn, Mr. and Mrs. 
CrHswold began life in the San Gab- 
riel valley. It was a desert, in the sum- 
mer, and the rains were none to sure 
of making it green in winter. The 
ditches that were to afterward bring 
the water to the valley had not been 
thought of. In the valley at. the time 
were a half-dozen 
ranchers, among 


whom were R. -I. Pollard and (',. W. 
Lee. who are still here to remember 
the old days, and there was another 
sturdy rancher who has since gone to 
his reward--.!. W. Mashall. A little 
later a number of others c; me. but 
the valley did not settle up rapidly, 
as very little notild be raised, and the 
prospects for the future seemed poor. 
In these lean and despairing years 
before the water came, Mr. Griswold 
says that there were many times when 
he would have gladly loaded up his 
household goods and gone to some 
more promising land, but he had no 
vision as to where to go, and the val- 
ley was so desolate that to s'trike out 
across it might mean death for the 
animals and possibly for his family. 
Through the years before the water 
came the families lived on the simple 
things that could be wrung from a 
dried and reluctant soil, and hoped for 
better things. 


Then Came Phillips. 


Then Phillips came to the valley— 


at a time when the ranchers were wil- 
ling and eager for a leader. He had 
a little money and boundless courage. 
He believed that a ditch might, be dug 
that would bring the water to the 
lands below the San Bernardino trail. 
For no water had at that time been 
brought further than the north side 
of this old highway. Phillips bought. 
2,000 acres of the 
old 
Hollenbeck 


ranch, and with the help of the ranch- 
ers, began to put in the dirt ditch 
that was to bring water from 
the 


San Gabriel canyon. He organized the 
Azusa Water Development & Irriga- 
tion Company, starting with a capital 
stock of $f>,000. Tom Griswold was one 
of the first stockholders. This built the 
ditch, and finally became the company 
that is now known as the Covina Ir- 
rigating Company. But the ranchers 
in this company went through many 
stiff trials before the water was al- 
lowed them. They fought legal bat- 
tles, fought fist battles, and guarded 
their rights in the canyon with shot- 
guns and rifles. The whizz of the bul- 
let in the canyon was not an uncom- 
mon thing. 


Phillips 
went on with his subdi- 


visions, and the water flowed in to 
make the crops more surely profitable 
than had ever been the case before. 
The ranchers began to feel more sat- 
isfied. More settlers came in, schools 
started, and a preacher came to the 
valley to preach in a little building 
that the Methodist Church South had 
erected for a few faithful followers. 
The minister came to preach, but he 
stayed to farm the land, and became 
a permanent settler. He was B. F. 
Kdwards, 
who 
has 
been for many 


years the secretary' of the Covina Ir- 
rigating Company. 


But another man with a vision came, 


even as important as Phillips and his 
water development. It was apparent 
'hat the splendid lands of the upper 
San Gabriel valley were adapted to 
something better than potatoes and 
corn. There must be an opportunity 
for fruits, and it might be possible 
that the fruit industry would trans- 
form the bare plains, if the right kind 
could be chosen. 


The First Citrus Nursery. 


It was "Mike" Baldridge who con- 


ceived the idea that oranges might be 
grown in .the Covina valley. There 
were a few old seedling trees, bearing 
small and bitter fruit at Azusa. more 
at San Gabriel, and a few small orch- 
ards at Riverside. "Mike" Baldridge 
sent to San Francisco and bought up 
a number of barrels of rotten oranges 
that had been shipped into the city 
on the Golden Gate from Tahiti. He 
rotted down the pulp and planted the 
seeds, starting the first nursery the 
valley had seen. Among the.-e who 
iirst set out the trees was Sam Gver- 
holtzer. He tried ir.i.'O of Baldridei-'s 
orange trees, and a little later Phil- 
lips set out 
lijOO on the old ranch 


tiow known as El Dorado, and owned 
at present by J. H. Adams. Powell of 
GJcndora was another. a:;u gradua'ly, 
Mr. Griswold among them, it;.- .-mall 
troves began to be s'-en in the valley, 
l:er^ and there. Baluridge L'rew his 
<;'r;:s trees and studied u.e busu>e.».- 
as ': •- went along. He made a siu < «-.-> 


and made money. He planted out his 
owr ranch, which is the one owned 
by Mrs. Frank M. Chapman on Cypress 
avenue. 


Baldridge and Phillips were instru- 


mental in bringing progress to the val- 
ley in many ways. In all the schemes 
which these'enterprising men brought 
forth, Mr. Griswold was one who work- 
ed with them. These two men built 
a schoolhouse on the site of the pres- 
crnt grammar 
school. 
The 
present 


school is called the Phillips school, 
but the original building is now being 
used as a cottage on College street. 
Mr. Griswold w,is one of the 
trustees, 


.1.. C. Preston 
another, 
and 
a 
Mr. 


lirigss was also on the board. After 
the building was finished, Baldridge 
and Phillips wanted to sell it to the 
new school district, but the people 
were unwilling. Mr. Griswold says that 
the district finally rented the build- 
ing for $20 a month, until they saw 
this method was too expensive, and 
finally came to the terms of Baldridge 
and Phillips, and the building was pur- 
chased. These are some of the first 
educational problems which Mr. Gris- 
wold remembers in connection with 
the growth of the valley. The build- 
ing was purchased for $1,000, and Phil- 
lips deeded the land to the school dis- 
trict. Mr. Baldridge is now- in Pomona, 
where he owns a fine citrus orchard. 
The writer saw him but the other 
day-—-a very old, white-haired man, 
but still showing the vital spark of 
ambition that made him such a force 
for leadership in the olden days. 


Through all these years of develop- 


ment, Mr. and Mrs. Griswold were liv- 
ing quietly in the home ranch at the 
corner of San Bernardino road and 
Citrus avenue, and Mr. Griswold was 
prominent in every movement of ev; 
ery kind that made the valley gradu- 
ally became the world's best citrus 
district. His hand and brain were in- 
f.ttument.al in changing the bare plain 
to the green of the groves, and a his- 
tory of Tom Griswold and liis loyal 
wife is a history of the San Gabriel 
valley, for the two are interwoven. 


The Square and Compass. 


Back in the little town of Necedah, 


about forty miles from Grand Rapids, 
Wisconsin, Tom Griswold had joined 
Zerah lodge of Masons, in' the days 
when he was working at his trade in 
the 
saw-mills. 
Wisconsin 
in those 


days was just, emerging from the time 
when the cutting down of the forests 
was the industry of the whole region. 
Mr. Griswold was a master workman 
in his trade. But his eyes began to 
trouble him, and he began to think 
of some other occupation. His broth- 
er's 
new home in the new Pacific 


country appealed to him, and he join- 
ed the thin line of people that were be 
ginning to straggle over the moun- 
tains into the new land of promise. 


He remembered his staunch affilia- 


tions when he came into the new 
country, and he became 
a 
charter 


member of the Azusa lodge. He was 
the second master of this ladge, and 
the second master of this lodge, and 
was instituted, he became its first 
master. He became a charter member 
of Azusa chapter, Royal Arch Masons, 
and he and his wife both belong to 
the Order of the Eastern 
Star 
in 


Azusa. Recently, when Covina Com- 
mandery of Knights Templar was or- 
ganized, he became a charter member, 
and during the years of his residence 
in the valley he has come to be known 
as one of the leading members of his 
fraternity, many hundreds of his fel- 
low-members knowing him throughout 
the state. 


The life of Mrs. Griswold has been 


a quiet one, filled with the duties of 
a rancher's wife. She is a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal church, but 
is known better for her home life and 
the steady devotion of the years when 
she and her husband struggled side 
by side in the new land. Mr. Gris- 
wold tells the story of meeting her 
at the school they both attended in 
Point Bluff, Wisconsin. It was a Meth- 
odist school and both were being ed- 


; ucated.

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TRANSCONTINENTAL BOULEVARO INTERESTS 


THOUSANDS FROM ATLANTIC TO PACIFIC 


Interest in the proposed highway to 


extend from New York to San Francis- 
co, plans for which were outlined a 
little more than two weeks ago by Carl 
G. Fisher of Indianapolis, is now at. 
its height. Pledges for the fund of 
$10,000,000 which will be neccr.Kary tJ 
defray the expenses of making the 
road are pouring in from all sides, and 
present indications are that the en- 
tire sum will be pledged by January 1. 
Steps will be taken shortly for the ap- 
pointment and organization of a na- 
tional committee which will take com- 
plete charge of the work, and just as 
soon as the plans of this body are com- 
pleted and the entire amount needed is 
pledged, contracts will be closed with 
the various counties through which the 
road will pass for the actual work of 
building the road. It is fxilly expected 
by May 1, 1915, the ocean to coean 
highway will be a reality. 


This is the biggest project ever un- 


dertaken in the automobile world. The 
original plans, which are the result of 
months of study on the part of Carl 
G. Fisher and James A. Allison, presi- 
dent and secretary respectively of the 
Prest-o-Lite Company and the Indian- 
apolis Motor 
Speedway, have 
been 


carefully examined by leading manu- 
facturers and financiers all over the 
country, and have been endorsed by 
them as being safe, sound and entire- 
ly possible of execution. Within thir- 
ty minutes after the project was ex- 
plained by Mr. Fisher at a banquet in 
Indianapolis recently, a sum of over 
$00,000 had been pledged by the auto- 
mobile manufacturers and dealers of 
the Hoosier capital alone. Those con- 
nected with the automobile industry 
in other cities and states have not 
been slow in responding and the tem- 
porary committee composed of Carl G. 
Fisher and James A. Allison, which is 
now in charge of the business details 
of the project, reports that there is no 
apparent, reason why the 
enterprise 


should not be carried to a successful 
completion. Bonded trust companies 
will be appointed to receive pledge pay- 
ments as they are made and not a dol- 
lar of this money is to be spent until 
the entire fund of $10,000,000 or more 
is guaranteed. In case that for any 
reason whatsoever the ocean to ocean 
highway project should fail to be real- 


ized, the money already contributed 
will be returned to the original don- 
ors with three per cent, interest added. 
All expenses incidental to the promo- 
tion of the plan are to be met by Mr. 
Allison and Mr. Fisher personally, up 
to the point where the venture is eith- 
er a success or a failure. 


One thing which stands out promi- 


nently in connection with the ocean to 
ocean highway, and differentiates it 
from other good road movements start- 
ed in the past, is the fact that the ex- 
penses for the building of 
the road 


will be borne entirely by automobile 
and accessory manufacturers, dealers 
and owners. Manufacturers and deal- 
ers will pledge themselves to con- 
tribute to .the fund to be raised 
for 


this purpose, 
the assessment 
being 


one-third of one per cent, of 
their 


gross earnings for three years, or one- 
fifth of one per cent, of their gross 
earnings for five years, as will be de- 
cided later by the National Commit- 
tee. Automobile owners are given a 
chance to contribute to the fund by 
taking out memberships in the Ocean 
to Ocean Highway Association; these 
memberships to cost $5, $100, or $1000. 


In this way the road can be built 


without expense to the general tax 
payers of the country. Politics have 
been 
entirely 
eliminated from the 


scheme and there will be no political 
disputes or wrangles to interfere with 
the progress of the road. 
Crushed 


rock and other material necessary for 
the building of the highway will be 
delivered to the points where it is to 
be. used. 
Contracts will be closed 


with the counties through which the 
road passes, these counties to 
take 


charge of the construction work un- 
der the supervision of United States 
government engineers. 


It has been figured that the plan of 


handling the purchase of material and 
labor incidental to building the- road 
will result in a gigantic saving as con- 
trasted with the ordinary methods of 
road contracting. Taking as a basis 
the best rock roads in Northern In- 
diana and Northern Ohio, the ocean 
to ocean highway, which will 'cost 
$1,000,000, will in reality be worth 
$25,000,000, since a private contract- 
or's profit,, usually from $800 to $1000 
a mile, will be saved.

A quieter day even, than was the
